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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach a method of diagnosing an amyloidogenic disorder by detecting a 
polypeptide aggregate comprising an amyloid protein in the supranuclear or deep 
cortical region of the ocular lens by illuminating lens tissue with an excitation light beam 
and detecting scattered light emitted from the tissue to generate a subject-derived light 
emission signature and comparing the subject-derived signature to a known signature of 
the amyloid protein. The prior art of record does not teach method for detection of the 
polypeptide in the supranuclear or deep cortical regions of the ocular lens instead of the 
nuclear region where age-related cataract is found. The amyloid protein found in the 
lens of human Alzheimer's Disease patients was found to be associated with 
intracellular cytoplasmic aggregated lens particles which are large enough to scatter 
light and evident in the same regions of the lens in which the suparanuclear/cortical 
cataract is observed. Therefore the prior art does not teach a method to the 
Alzheimer's Disease process prior to the emergence of clinical signs and symptoms of 
the disease by detecting protein in the cortical and/or supranuclear region of the ocular 
lens and comparing results to the results gathered from the nuclear region of the same 
lens where more general effects of aging are observed and an increase in the amount 
of polypeptide aggregate is indicative of the subject developing an amyloidogenic 
disorder.
